More Facts About An- 
chor Line Charges. 


A Merchant Who Went to 
New Orleans. 


Boonville’s Complaint Against 
the Missouri Pacific. 


How River Competition Was Shut Off 
Rates to Bunceton, 55 Cents; to 
Boonville, Fifteen Miles Further, 20 
Cents — Six Suits Now Pending 
Against the Gould Line. 


It looks very much as though St. Louis mer- 
chants did not love the Anchor Line. Most of 
them will acknowledge that the present river ser- 
vice is far more prompt than that of several years 
ago, and that as far as promptness of delivery is 
concerned the Anchor Line is a boon; but when it 
comes toa discussion of the question of rates jt 
will usually be found that the St. Louis merchant 
entirely disapproves of Anchor Line policy, and 
that, provided no one is around who will repeat his 
remarks to the officers of the company, he is per- 
fectly willing to unburden himself on the subject 
in very sulpburous terms. It is a peculiarity of the 
patron of the Anchor Line that he does not want 
his name used in connection with any statement 
he may make against the company. This pecul- 
jarity is easily understood when itis remembered 
thatthe Anchor Line has the Southern shipper 
pretty completely in its power and is likely to 
make things uncomfortable for him if he growls or 
complains. 

“I have a few more facts for you,’ said, on Sat- 
urday, the anonymous gentleman who, a few days 
ago, supplied the Post-Dispatox with information 
about 

ANCHOB LINE CHARGES. 
“Now, here are ale and beer, of which St. Louis 
ships a great deal. In haif barrels the 
rate from New Orleans is 50 cents, or W cents per 
package in lots of ten. From St. Louis to the same 
points—way landings between this city and New 
Orieans—the rate is &% cents. 

“Krout from New Orleans to way-landings is 
charged 75 cents per barrel; from St. Louis it pays 
$1 25 per barrel. 

“Vinegar pays 75 cents a barrel from New Or. 
leans and $1 2% from St. Louis Any wet barrels 
except coal oil, pork or whisky from New Orleans 
are never over $1; from St. Louis never less 
than $1 25. 

Take a ten-gallon keg of liquor: from New Or- 
leans with an assortment of other goods it is 
charged 2% cents; from St. Louis it pays 70 cents 
per hundred. As the liquor will weigh seventy-five 
pounds and an oak keg twenty-five pounds, the 
keg which pays 25 cents from New Orleans pays 70 
cents from St. Louis. 

“A ten-galion can of ofl of any kind pays 2% cents 
from New Orleans: from St. Louis it is charged 56 
cents, or at the rate of 70 cents per hundred pounds 

“The Anchor Line charges 81 for any article 
from one to 100 pounds; in other words, will not 
sign a bill of lading for less than $1; so all orders 


boats only charge 50 cents for signing a bill of 
lading. Take for instance a barrel of potatoes 
worth 90 cents. If it is bought in St. Louis it pays 
$1 freight to any way landing. If thatsame barrel 
of potatoes is part of a mixed shipment it is charged 
at half that amount, 50 cents, which is, however, 
over 50 per cent of its value. 

“Dry goods are charged 70 cents per hundred 
pounds. Now take a bale of 8-ounce Lowell of 
1,000 yards or 500 pounds. From New Orleans it 
will be charged 75 cents; from St. Louis the Anchor 
Line charges 70 cents a hundred or $8 50 a bale,

ANOTHER COMPLAINT 
eomes from a St. Louis house which is compelled 
to patronize the Anchor Line a great deal A 
member of this firm showed a Post-Dispatcs re- 
porter, on Saturday, a letter received from a mer- 
chant at Melville Landing, La. forty miles above 
Vicksburg, who thirty days ago expressed a desire 
to come to St. Louis to purchase his fall goods, but 
who has since purchased in New Orleans. This 
gen tleman writes from New Orléans, September 6: 

“I left home yesterday intending to goto St 
Louis from Vicksburg, but finding I could get no 
reduced fare I came to New Orleans, I save $30 
on the fare, while the freighta from St. Louis to 
Melville are 70 cents per hundred and 20 cents per 
hundred from New Orleans to Melville; therefore

possible to fall back on the river makes rates more 
reasonable in the summer, At Boonville the first- 
class freight from St. Louis in the summer months 
is 50 cents a hundred. In the winter months, when 
navigation on the river is impossible, up jumps the 
rates to 75 cents and even more. The freight bills 
of the Advertiser are evidence of this change of 
rate. On the 24th of December last we received 
ten bundles of paper from St. Louis, paying there- 
for $4 50 freight, or 50 cents a hundred. On the 3d 
of August we received from the same city ten 
bundles of paper weighing the same amount, on 
which the freight was O cents a hundred. Again, 
the charge per hundred in December on one case of 
printing peper was 60 cents; in August when boats 
were running in the Missouri River, the rate was 
only 40 cents. These figuresare good reading for 
our Board of Railroad Commissioners. Ik the rail- 
roads can profitably carry freight in summer for 
40 and 50 cents a hundred, there is no reason why 
they should charge more in winter.” 

It would also seem perfectly feasible for the mer- 
chants of Boonville to bring goods by rail to that 
place and ship them by river to St Louis. They 
tried this season with the following result: 

CHOKING OFF COMPETITION. 

“Atevery point the steamboat men found them- 
selves thwarted by the railroads. The latter well 
knowing that they could not or at least would not 
compete with the boats in the matter of rates 
secured the co-operation of the insurance companies, 
These put up the rates of insurance on freight sent 
by river from one-quarter of one percent to one 
and one-half per cent. This our merchants could 
not afford to pay and theriver trade has conse- 
quently almost wholly disappeared. There is no 
reason why this insurance should be so high, ex- 
cepting the one stated. There is some twaddle 
about the danger of the river. No one ever heard 
of these dangers before the railroads came. Insur- 
ance rates never were so high until the Gould 
system found its rates knocked higher than 
Gilderoy’s kite by the freight agents of the 
steamers. Boonville’s business men are ready to- 
day to patronize the boats again if the insurance 
rates are lowered, and this is the case with all the 
Missouri River towns.”

The Great Race Between the American 
and English Yachts, 


— — 
The Puritan Takes the Lead at the 
Start, With the Genesta Close Astern 
-A Long Lead Taken by the Ameri- 
can Sloop Reduced by the English 
Cutter, but the Puritan Maintains a 
Good Advantage—Detaile of tbe 
Race. 


Orts Hud, Urrzr Bay, September 14-—The 
morning opened with an overcast sky, but with a 
good stiff breeze from the south which had been 
blowing all night. At6 o'clock there was a large 
number of yachts, both of the visiting 
clubs and the New York, Atiantic, 
Brooklyn and others at anchor at Bay Ridge and 
Staten Island. At d ooch the wind had fresh- 
ened and hauled around to the southwest, giving 
promise that one of the races so long deferred 
would be finished to-day. The judges’ boat, 
the Lackenback, arrived at the starting point 
avout 10 o'clock, at which time the 


tide was half flood, running at full strength at four 
miles. an hour. At 10 o'clook, while the Puritan 
wasstanding on the tack over the Staten Island 
shore, she hol her jib topaails in stops, 
ready to break ont. But the stops did not happen 
to be enough, for a puff of wind caught the 
r blew it out before it was wanted. e 
ib topeail had to be lowered. and was furled on the 
“ 1 the —.— . — Layee 
ou a ib, was running free up ; 
passing the Puritan to windward, the boats being 
about one-eichth of a mile apart. The stake boat, 
eovered with from the end of her bowaprit to 
the top mast head and down to her beam end, 
ored about 200 yards southwest of buoy No. 18 
Puritan, off the starboard tack, headed to 
the line in obedieuce to warning signal. 
Genesta at once bauled ber wind to the 
same track and set her stay sail. At 10:30 the 
Genesta and Puritan, after sailing about the bay 
for half an hour in order to iuto their positio 
to the great admiration of their supporiers rang 
side by side off Owl's Head, the Puritan to the 
windward as usual, At this moment the bay was 
alive with tugsand yacpts, and the white sails were 
dazzling. The starting signal was civen at 10:34, 
and instantly the two boats began to move through 
the water. e Puritan, under all plain sail, was 
off first, and crossed the line a little ahead of the 
Genesta. She seemed to move a little the quivker 
at first, but then the Genesta got a ath 
of wind, and ran up to ber rival. 
Both yachts stood on a short tack to the Long Isi- 
and shore, then the Genesta suddenly whirled 
about on along leg for Staten Island shore. A few 
seconds later the Puritan went about in pursuit. 
A PICTUR EK SCENE. . 
Saxpy Hook, September i4.—The scene presented 
the yachts and steamers as they Sandy 
ook was a notably picturesque one. The Puritan, 
with every stitch of her canvas „led the 
n. hind her came the steamers with vari- 
ous colored flags floating above their heads, 
and the yachts witn white sails. The Genesta 
followed at some distance benind, also under full 
sail, She swept along with hardly. if any, less 
grace than the Puritan. The red caps of her 
sailors made them plainly discernible on the deck. 
The wind was blowing steadily at the rate of six 
miles an hour. The Puritan appeared to gain on 
ber rival after passing Sandy Hook. She had the 
whole sea to herself, and Capt. Crocker evidently 
meant to see thatsbe kept it. He steered much 
closer to the wind than did Capt. Carter. 
- SMART SEAMANSHIP. 

New York, September !4. —There was some smart 
seamanship displaved in the manner in which the 
racers were brought up tothe starting line. Both 
had been tacking about rather aimlessiy, 
as it seemed to landsmen: pow taking a little 
run over toward Bay Ridge and then back in

A VARIABLE sTAR. 


Prof. Asaph Hall on the New Star in An- 
dromeda. 
By Telegraph to the Por Dara Ton. 

WASI N Gro. D. C., September 14—-“The new 
star in Andromeda,” said Prof. Asaph Halli of the 
Observatory yesterday tothe Post-Dispatcn cor- 
respondent, “still continues to puzzie the scient ists 
and though they are working over it, its origin, 
size and everything else connected with it are still, 
but matters for speculation. Personally, I believe 
it is what we call @ variable star. There are certain 
stars which seem to attain increased briiliancy, 
and shine forth the agglomeration of almost indis- 
inguishable stars surrounding them for months, 
and they as suddenly fade from view and become 
once more a portion of the nebulous cloud which 
gave them birth. There is little that I have seen 
about this star which would justify my holding 
any other opinion. Last night I observed it for 
some time. Its position was unchanced as weil as 
its brilliancy, and my only reason for observing it 
is to wateh for some new developments which may 
throw new light on it: origin, and prove conclu- 
sively its nature, The hy pothesis is 
that it is a case of a cluster of nebuim turning to 
star, which is at variance with the rules on, woica 
scientific conclusions are ased. However, 
whether this is true or not, time and future devel- 
opments will prove. If itis, as I think, tnat the 
star is a variable, Laplace's theory may stand as 
before. But if, on the other — it is really an 
instance of a cluster of nebulm becoming a star, it 
will be very disastrous to the theory and prove con- 
clusively its erroneousness. I do not beiieve that 
this star has just come into existence through an 
aggregation of new forces and matter broucht to- 
getuer by new laws, of which the scientific world 
js icmnorant, but tha’ it nas been in existence for 
centuries and has been brought to view either 
through its own volutions in the beavens or eise 
through the laws which govern the variabie stars. 
its brillianey has been somewhat exaggerated by 
the newspapers, and instead of being of the sixth 
magnitude. as has been stated, it is only a star of 
the eighth magnitude, and as such it seems to be 
a fixture just now.

NO FREE SPEECH. 


The Police of London Breaking Up 
Socialistic Meetings. 


A Serious and Determined Economic 
Movement—The Socialists Deter- 
‘mined to Hold Meetings--A Bi-Cen- 
tenary Celebration—The Stead Trial 
Resumed—The Russo-Afghan Fron- 
tier Question—Foreign News. 


Special Cabléegram to the Post-Disvatch. 

Lonpon, September 14.—Socialism in London, 
which has already become a serious and deter- 
mined economic movement, is now made one of 
the questions of the day by police attacks. The 
Socialists have been long accustomed to hold open 
air meetings on Sunday mornings at a convenient 
space in the heart of the East End. The police re- 
cently arrested a speaker. At the Magistrate's 
examination the police said they knew nothing 
about his opinions but arrested him simply because 
of bis obstructior of traffic. This was hardly tenabie 
in the face of two facts. The first, that there is no 
traffic there on Sundays, and the second, 
that a well-known dissenting minister, 
who has not the slightest sympatby 
with Socialism, appeared voluntarily in 
court, and stated that he had preached for some 
time, practically at the same time and place, 

WITHOUT POLICE INTERFERENCE, 
all sorts of open air meetings having been beld 
there. Yesterday a meeting was held there to 
protest against the action of the police. Both 
speakers, prominent Socialists, were instantly ar- 
rested and released on bail. But for the efforts of 
Mr. Hyndman, President of the Social Democratic 
Federation, the angry crowd world bave rescued 
the prisoners. The Socialists are now determined 
to hold a mass meeting there every Sunday. Sub 
scriptions are being raised for a defense fund. 

A BI-CENTENARY CELEBRATION.

KILLED FOR A GIRL 


George Williams Shoots and Mor- 
tally Wounds John Bickup. 
— — — 


Williams Claims That the Affair. Was 
an Accident, but Eickup Says He 
Was Deliberately Shot in a Jealous 
Quarrel—News From Belleville, 


Last evening a young man, commonly known as 
“Lazy John,” but whose real name is supposed to 
be John Eickup, was shot and mortally wounded at 
Germain's grocery store and saloon in French 
village. by another young man named George 
Wiliams. 
Louis, his father having been at one time a pros- 
perous farmer not far from that city. Whether the 
shoting was accidental, or done with 
murderous intent was not known until to-day, as 
the men were supposed to be on most 
amicable terms, and Williams after the shooting 
certainly weot far to support his statement that it 
was purely accidental.

After 
having completed his arrangemencs, he came 
down stairs, and begun placing wraps in the buggy 
preparatory tothe departure. When he and t 
voung lady were about to start he remembered 
that he bad left his revolver, which be says he never 
carried before the mysterious murder a short time 
ago, on the bureau in the room where he had 
arranged his dress. Knowing that it would be late 
atnight whenthey returned, be mped out to 
procure it. Mr. Germain and bis wife were talking 
with their daughter, who stil) remained seated in 
the buggy, when all were startied by the report of 
a pistol in the house. Mr. Germain and his wife 
hurned upstairs and were stricken with terror to 
see Williains standing nearthe doorof his room 
as it rooted to the spot and hoiding

agony. When Wiillams saw Mr. Germain aud bis 
wife, he began at once in tremulous tones to tell 
them how the affair happened. He said he was 
coming out of the room when he met Eickup, and 
as he closed the door of the room the pistol went off 
and Eickup feli to the floor. Mr. and urs Germain 
did ali they could to alleviate the wounded man's 
sufferings, and Williams burried down stairs, made 
a brief explanation of what had happened, and 
assisting Miss Germain from the vebicie 
9 in and drove off for a sician. 

hen Sheriff Ropiequet and the County Physicians, 
Drs. Bectold and Ruoaeb, went down to the village 
this morning, Wiliams was still at the Germain 
residence, and seemed to deplore the event as much 
asany one The doctors made an examination of 
Kickup's wound and pronounced it fatal. Eickup 
is couscious, but is suffering great pain. States 
Attorney Holder went down this afternoon to make 
an eudea tor to obtain his ante-mortem statement. 
Word was received later that the man, in his dying 
statement to the Prosecuting Attorney bad said that 
he and Wililiams had a quarrel 
about the young lady on Williams’ return to the 
house, and that the latter had shot him de.iberately. 

This fact Williams denies but EKickups ante- 
mortem statement will be taken and his slayer will 
be hela for murder.
